We  live  on  our  farms  and 
give  our  special  personal  attention  to  growing,  harvesting, 
grading  and  cleaning  our  seeds. 

All  seed  are  tested  for  germination,  sacked,  labeled 
and  shipped  from  our  farm  warehouse  direct  to  you. 

All  our  seed  have  been  thoroughly  and  carefully 
washed,  and  the  light  seed  milled  out.  -They  are  a bright 
uniform  coler,  extra  heavy  weight  and  show  a high  ger- 
mination test. 


We  use  every  precaution  to  have  our  seed  absolutely 
pure  and  true  to  name  when  it  is  shipped  to  you. 

The  greater  part  of  our  seeds  have  been  sold  to  large 
dealers  and  to  extensive  growers  from  California,  Arizona 
and  the  Southern  states,  who  usually  inspect  the  growing 
crop  and  leave  orders  for  their  supply. 

At  this  time  we  have  a surplus  of  improved  Salmon 
Tint  10-25,  Eden  Gem,  Burrell  Gem  and  Jumbo  Pink 
Meat,  which  are  standard  varieties  of  known  merit.
